An expected job tax credit in 
the NDP’s first budget this week 
already has its doubters in the 
business community. 

The NDP campaigned on a tax 
credit to employers who hire new 
staff, which it argued would help 
create 27,000 jobs. The plan, as 
outlined in the party’s platform, 
would rebate up to 10 per cent of 
a new employee’s salary at a cost 
of $89 million to the government. 

Premier Rachel Notley would 
not confirm what will be in Tues¬ 


day’s budget, but hinted strongly 
she would follow through with 
the promise. 

“We did talk about that kind 
of plan in our platform and we 
have been quite committed to fol¬ 
lowing as much of the platform 
as we can,” she said. “I would 
suggest you stay tuned.” 

Edmonton Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation president Brad 
Ferguson said he doubts the cred¬ 
it will have any impact on hiring. 

“As a business owner, you 
make decisions based on the 
needs of the business, not be¬ 
cause of a 10 per cent tax re¬ 
bate,” he said. 

Ferguson said hiring has ac¬ 
tually been on the rise in Alberta 
over the last few months and the 
program is simply not needed. 

“We have a great workforce 
here in Alberta and smart com¬ 
petitive business owners; what we 
don’t need is businesses on some 
government subsidy program.”

FUNDING 

University at risk of 
mental health ‘crisis’

Student leaders at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta say they could 
be facing a disastrous situation 
if the government doesn’t re¬ 
new yearly funding for mental 
health services on campus. 

In 2012, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment pledged $1 million in 
mental health funding per year 
for three years at the U of A. 
This funding will run out next 
spring, and unless it’s renewed, 
university officials say some 
psychological 
and counsel¬ 
ling services 
could cease to 
exist. 

“If we were 
to not get 
this money, it 
would defin¬ 
itely be a crisis 
situation,” Stu¬ 
dents’ Union 
President Navneet Khinda said. 

“There are a lot of groups on 
campus that do the awareness 
stuff, or stigma campaigns, but 
at the end of the day we need 
to fund these critical services.” 

The government funding has 
allowed the university to hire 
five registered psychologists, 
one registered nurse with a 
specialty in mental health, a 
communications position fo¬ 
cused on promoting mental 
health services, and four com¬ 
munity social workers. 

But the future of these pos¬ 
itions is in jeopardy without 
government funding, said 
Kevin Friese, Executive Dir¬ 


ector of University Wellness 
Services. 

“At its present time, the uni¬ 
versity doesn’t have the fund¬ 
ing to maintain all of these 
positions as we’ve currently 
structured the program,” Friese 
said. 

He said the university has 
made the funding a priority dis¬ 
cussion with the government 
in advance of the release of 
next year’s budget, on Tuesday. 

There’s been increased scru¬ 
tiny on the university to pro¬ 
vide better mental health care 
after student Evan Tran died of 
suicide over the Thanksgiving 
long week¬ 
end, SU vice- 
president 
Dylan Han- 
well said. 

Tran’s 
family spoke 
out pub¬ 
licly about 
the mental 
health issues 
he faced pri¬ 
or to his death. The 21-year-old 
student was the university’s 
third “non-criminal” student 
death in 13 months. 

Hanwell said students cur¬ 
rently wait around six weeks 
to see a psychiatrist. The uni¬ 
versity of40,000 students can’t 
stand to lose any more resour¬ 
ces, he added. 

“We’ve had some tragedies 
on campus ... It’s kind of dire 
straits right now,” he said. 

“If this funding isn’t re¬ 
newed or if the university is 
short on mental health resour¬ 
ces, students are going to feel 
a pinch even more when it 
comes to mental health.”

Some car enthusiasts like 
tricked out hotrods or cus¬ 
tom motorcycles, but Robb Eg- 
gerston and his friends collect 
something much more sedated. 

“There’s a lot of curiosity 
when people get close to the 
vehicle,” laughed Robb Eggert- 
son, founder of the Edmonton 
Bone-Wagon Association and 
the Western Canada Hearse 
Club, a group that collects 
hearses. 

Eggertson personally owns 
a ’64 Cadillac hearse, still 
running with the original 
power-train, he notes. “Some 
say they’re afraid to get close 
— they’re scared someone 
has died inside. But that’s an 
ambulance. This is a deliveiy 
vehicle.” 

Armed with a morbid sense 
of humour and definite sense 
of fun, the 25 members of the 
Edmonton club — now 10 
years strong — drive mostly 
Cadillacs, Buiclcs and Lincolns; 
some owning more than one. 

Members customize their 
ride to their own style and 
even dress for the part. Eggert¬ 
son displays funeral props like 


a prayer lcneeler with his car 
and usually dresses in a grim 
reaper costume, while others 
go for the ghoulish or scary 
vibe and a Halloween focus. 

St. Albert’s Brian and Ing¬ 
rid Carli, a.k.a. Mr. and Mrs. 
Halloween, host a Halloween 
haunt at their home each year, 
with his-and-hers casket-filled 
hearses and a yard of props 
including an antique pump 
organ, vintage wheelchair and 
more than 10 actors to scare 
visitors. 


The event draws up to 3,000 
kids and costs the couple over 
$1,000 in treats, but it has been 
a labour of love. 

“We keep the hearses in 
storage, but bring them out 
for events through the year 
— the Reynolds Museum car 
event, and Roclc’n August,” 
said Brian. 

“We’ve been called out to 
weddings and divorce parties, 
and spent last weekend in car 
and costume at the Deadmon- 
ton haunted house on Jasper.”

Edmonton-Mill Woods 
to get election recount

Liberal candidate Amarjeet 
Sohi’s narrow victory in Ed¬ 
monton-Mill Woods will get 
some close scrutiny with a ju¬ 
dicial recount set to go ahead 
this week. 

Elections Canada’s verified 
numbers have Sohi winning 
the seat with a 79-vote margin 
over Conservative candidate 
Tim Uppal. 


The narrow margin was not 
close enough for an automatic 
recount, but Uppal went in 
front of a judge on Friday and 
was granted the review. The 
recount will start 
Tuesday and will 
be supervised by 
a Queen’s Bench 
judge. It’s ex¬ 
pected to last as 
many as three 
days. 

Former Alberta 
justice minister 
Jonathan Denis 
is representing 
Uppal and said 
he just wants to 
be sure. 

“The bottom line is that Mr. 
Uppal wants the voter to be 


confident in the winner,” said 
Denis. 

Denis said there were some 
problems at polling stations 
that have them concerned. 

“The judge ac¬ 
cepted 18 indi¬ 
vidual affidavits 
from people at 
different poll¬ 
ing stations 
with informa¬ 
tion indicating 
that the tallying 
and counting 
may have been 
problematic,” 
he said. “There 
were numerous 
cases in which 
the scrutineers were denied 
an actual physical count when 


they requested it.” 

Denis said he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve anyone was deliberately 
trying to affect the outcome, 
but small mistakes could have 
added up. 

“People make mistakes, but 
when an election is this close 
that could affect the result,” 
he said. 

Sohi was out of reach on 
Sunday, but last week told 
Metro he would respect any 
process that had to be worked 
through to determine the win¬ 
ner. 

“We will respect the in¬ 
dependent process that is in 
place now. It is veiy impartial 
just as it should be,” he said. 
“We have a very capable re¬ 
turning officer.”

City considering air conditioning for buses

Edmonton councillors will de¬ 
bate the hot topic of air-con¬ 
ditioning on the city’s transit 
fleet this week, but keeping 
cool will come with a high 
cost. 

Spokeswoman Jennifer 
Laraway said administration 
has been looking into options 
to “address summer temper¬ 
atures” both in the short and 


long term, and that council 
will have to examine the bene¬ 
fits and costs associated with 
each. 

Options presented in a new 
report include reflective win¬ 
dow coverings and improved 
ventilation for heat dissipa¬ 
tion, as well as air-condition¬ 
ing. That same report shows 
buses and LRT cars heat up to 
as much as nine degrees Cel¬ 
sius higher than the outside 
temperature, and six bus driv¬ 
ers were “unable to complete” 


shifts on warm days in 2015 
“due to heat-related issues.” 

Coun. Tony Caterina said it’s 
“something (council) wants to 
take seriously, especially if it 
effects personnel.” 

“We have to look at the 
cause behind that,” he said, 
adding that although six in¬ 
stances is low considering the 
overall fleet size, “we want to 
make sure all workers have 
comfortable working condi¬ 
tions.” 

The first barrier to lower¬ 


ing the temperature is high 
cost. Adding air conditioning 
to 40 new diesel buses in 2017 
would add $900,000 to the pur¬ 
chase price, or $22,500 per bus. 
Retrofitting one old bus would 
cost about $43,000. 

Caterina said people may 
call for the AC, but when they 
are “up in arms” over fares in¬ 
creasing by a nickel, there is 
“sort of a disconnect.” 

“The dollar amounts this 
would entail would certainly 
have to be justified,” he said.

Like cyclists, Coun. Scott 
McKeen said he and his 
council colleagues work best 
with the wind at their backs. 
In the cast of Edmonton's bike 
network, if support from the 
users equates to that "wind," 
the councillors picked up 
speed last week. 

McKeen and councillors 
Michael Walters, Ben 
Henderson and Andrew Knack 
put the removal of painted 
bike lanes behind them and 
a room full of cyclists in front 
of them at a "state of the 
bike" forum hosted by the 
Edmonton Bicycle Commuters 
Society. 

The panel fielded questions 
and started things off by 
discussing their vision for the 
perfect future of cycling in 
Edmonton. 

Coun. Scott 
McKeen: 

"I love the idea of everybody 
being on the same street¬ 
cars, pedestrians and bikes— 
and the idea of that being a 
co-operative activity where 
everybody has to look out for 
each other... Also I think 30 
km/h or less on local roads 
in neighbourhoods and a 
return to street hockey and 
throwing the Frisbee (would 
be) giving the front street back 
to communities... Somehow, 
some way, some day in the 
last few decades, they became 
solely the space for cars and 
we lost that." 

Coun. Michael 
Walters: 

"I think the big vision is we 


have to have as many major 
routes that are segregated 
from traffic as possible. I 
think the other piece is we 
really design a route around 
the community... it's really 
not about commuters, it's 
about communities. The 
commuters will then have 
a network that results from 
building networks through 
communities... (Also) we 
need way more investment... 
We need to start thinking 
about $50, $60, $70 million 
in capital budgets so we 


don't get into a situation 
where (the city) is building 
the vinyl siding of bike lanes." 

Coun. Andrew 
Knack: 

"Making sure there are a 
few core routes that you 
do have that dedicated, 
separated bicycle lane (is 
key)... I want to make sure 
I have the opportunity now 
to be separate from traffic, 
because even though I bike 


now every day... Being able 
to be separate from traffic 
and actually have a physical 
barrier separating me is still 
what makes me feel most 
comfortable... Putting in the 
money Coun. Walters was 
talking about, that's how you 
get to that point." 

Coun. Ben 
Henderson: 

"The kind of nirvana for 
me is the kind of system 


Copenhagen does... It actually 
isn't mixed, it separates all 
three users and I think that's 
important. The standard street 
profile in Copenhagen now is 
basically splitting the height of 
your curb so you go sidewalk, 
half curb down for the bike 
and then down to the street... 
(And) in the middle of winter... 
it becomes really apparent 
very quickly why you have 
to — in our climate — be able 
to separate your bike routes, 
because you can't keep them 
clear otherwise."

The diplomatic post has been 
vacant since the end of Septem¬ 
ber, when the term to the prov¬ 
ince’s former emissaiy to the 
U.S., Rob Merrifield, expired. 

In 2014, Merrifield resigned 
from his seat in the House of 
Commons to accept the post¬ 
ing in Washington from former 
Premier Jim Prentice. 

De Silva’s mandate remains 
the same as Merrifield’s, Not¬ 
ley spokeswoman Cheiyl Oates 
said.

Premier Rachel Notley cam¬ 
paigned for NDP compatriot 
Tom Mulcair during the fed¬ 
eral election, but one Alberta 
political watcher says she may 
secretly be happy with last Mon¬ 
day’s result. 

Jim Lightbody, a political sci¬ 
ence professor and expert in 
Canadian politics at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, said Liberal 
leader Justin Trudeau’s majority 
is “the best news of the election” 
for Notley. 

“He has the political platform 
that’s similar to Notley on oil,” 
Lightbody said, adding Trudeau’s 
concerns on many social issues 
are also in line with Notley’s. 

But it’s Trudeau’s pledge to 
run federal deficits to create 
economic stimulus and re-in¬ 
vigorated social programs that 
Lightbody sees as the critical 
factor for the Notley-Trudeau 
linkage. 

“They talk the same kind of 
language on investing in econ¬ 
omies and debt,” he said. 

After last Monday’s election, 
the oft-discussed idea of western 
alienation in Canada’s political 
system became a talking point. 

Concern over Western Can¬ 
ada’s place in confederation, 
among many other issues, 
helped the Reform Party take 
shape, with that party ultimate¬ 
ly becoming part of the modem 
day Conservative party. 

The fact Tmdeau is the son of 
former Liberal Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau, who antagon¬ 
ized the oil patch in the 1980s 
with his National Energy Policy, 
added to recent discussion that 
alienation could return. 

But Lightbody said Tmdeau 
is a much different man than 
his father and that the world is 
a different place now. 

“It comes up eveiy so often 
from the old goats in the Con¬ 
servative Party,” he said of the 
National Energy Policy and be¬ 
lief in western alienation. “That 
was 33 years ago. 

“The young generation who 
voted Monday weren’t even 
alive then. I think the (new) 
prime minister has a clean 
slate and if we become alien¬ 
ated there will be different rea¬ 
sons for it.” 

Lightbody added the belief 
conservatives or westerners in 
Ottawa best serve Alberta’s in¬ 
terests is also a myth. 

“The hardest time (former Al¬ 
berta Premier Peter) Lougheed 
had was with Joe Clark from 
Alberta,” he said.

Brandon Rhiness and Adam 
Storoschulc built Higher Uni¬ 
verse Comics in their two-bed- 
room Edmonton apartment 
and started employing free¬ 
lance artists from around the 
world in 2011. 

They’re a much smaller out¬ 
fit than Marvel or DC, but with 
eight titles out and several 
ongoing series they’re doing 
too much to continue running 
the company from the side of 
their desks and financing part 
of the business with day jobs. 

Now, the grassroots comic 


company is pushing its way 
into a new medium to expand 
its fan base, and hoping for 
increased community support 
to get there. 

“Basically we got to the 
point where we need money 
and want to take it up a notch,” 
Rhiness said. 

That’s why he launched an 
Indiegogo crowdfunding cam¬ 
paign to raise $4,000 to com¬ 
plete a short film titled I’m in 
Love with a Dead Girl. 

So far, they’re at $1,800 and 
climbing — offering comics as 
incentives to backers. 

While it may seem like a di¬ 
gression from their bread and 
butter, Rhiness said comics and 
movies “basically do the same 
thing... (tell) stories,” but mov¬ 
ies deliver stories to “people 
who wouldn’t normally see 
the work in comics.” 

“If someone isn’t a comic 
reader it’s hard to get them 
to start,” he said. 

He figured his company’s 


growth could be stimulated 
by film, because “everyone 
watches movies so it’s easier 
to get your creative work in 
front of them.” 

“Then if they say, ‘oh, the 
guys that made this movie 
also make comic books,’ it’s 
exposed more people to our 
content.” 

It’s content people in the in¬ 
dustry say is worth supporting. 

Brandon Schatz, owner of 
Variant Edition Comics, which 
opened last spring, said “it’s 
honestly really great.” 

Variant Edition carries the 
comics, which Schatz said 
stand out from most indie fare. 

“Within small self-published 
materials their product is 
great. The books look profes¬ 
sional and feel professional,” 
he said. 

Schatz also believes the 
“broader scope” approach with 
the film project makes Higher 
Universe even more unique 
considering its up-start status.

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Cabinet history in the works

Justin Trudeau made one of 
his more striking campaign 
promises on a hot mid-June day 
when he was still in third place. 

“My Liberal cabinet,” he said, 
“will have an equal number of 
men and women.” 

The time has come to ap¬ 
point that cabinet, one of the 
most important tasks for the 
prime minister-designate’s 
transition team. If he keeps 
his promise on Nov. 4, his will 
be the first Canadian cabinet in 
history to feature gender parity. 

“I think it’s smart politically, 
I think it’s actually doable and 
it’s a good idea,” said Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa political-science 
professor Caroline Andrew, 
director of the school’s Centre 
on Governance. 

Choosing a cabinet is a deli¬ 
cate process involving many 
considerations, including re¬ 
gion, language and political 
experience. 

Outgoing prime minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s final 39-person 


cabinet included 12 women 
(about 30 per cent). That was 
a higher proportion than the 
overall House of Commons, 
which had only 25 per cent 
female members of 
Parliament. 

Trudeau has 
set the bar high¬ 
er, which “gives 
him the oppor¬ 
tunity to dig a lit¬ 
tle bit deeper into 
his women’s cau¬ 
cus,” said Nancy 
Peclcford, nation¬ 
al spokeswoman 
for Equal Voice, a 
multi-partisan or¬ 
ganization dedicated to elect¬ 
ing more women in Canada. 

Fifty Liberal women were 
elected on Monday, 42 of 
whom are first-time MPs. 

“We think he will have no 
trouble finding highly-quali¬ 
fied, talented women to fill 
those posts,” Peclcford said. 

When Trudeau made the 
announcement in June, some 
critics said Trudeau should just 
pick his cabinet regardless of 
gender and was compromising 
the possibility of appointing 


ministers on merit alone. 

Peclcford said that argument 
is “bogus, quite frankly.” 

“This is not a quota. This is 
a commitment to equality,” 
she said. “We don’t 
buy the argument 
at all that it will 
somehow limit his 
choices any more 
than any other con¬ 
sideration.” 

Among some 
good bets for a 
spot at the cab¬ 
inet table: former 
editor and author 
Chrystia Freeland, 
former Assembly 
of First Nations B.C. regional 
chief Jody Wilson-Raybould, 
international trade lawyer and 
former UN adviser Catherine 
McKenna, Oxford-educated law¬ 
yer Melanie Joly and former 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
cabinet minister Judy Foote. 

Peclcford said the promise 
is a positive signal to all 50 
women in Trudeau’s caucus, 
regardless of whether they’re 
in cabinet or not. 

“This is a signal to those 
women who ran and won that 
he very much wants to value 
their voices and ensure that 
they are able to make the best 
contribution possible,” Peclc- 
ford said. 

“In the context of a House 
that is still very much male- 
dominated, this commitment 
is quite significant.” 
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My Liberal cabinet will 
have an equal number 
of men ana women.

Legalizing pot is complicated: Colorado 


A Colorado official has some so¬ 
bering words of advice for Justin 
Trudeau if he fulfils his promise 
to legalize pot in Canada. 

“It’s going to be a lot harder 
to implement than you think. 
It’s going to take a lot longer to 
do it. And it’s going to cost more 
than you think,” said Lewis Kosld, 
director of the state’s Marijuana 
Enforcement Division. 

Colorado is one of four U.S. 
states to fully legalize recrea¬ 
tional bud. Their challenges — 


including how to regulate edibles 
like brownies and cookies and a 
rise in drug-impaired driving — 
could be instructive for Canada’s 
incoming prime minister. 

Among the questions Tru¬ 
deau’s government could grap¬ 
ple with are whether to allow 
people to grow pot at home or 
buy it in stores, and how much 
sales tax to charge. 

In Colorado, adults over 21 can 
grow up to six plants at home, 
while those who buy recreational

weed in stores pay 25 per cent 
sales tax on top of the regular 
2.9 per cent sales tax. 

There’s also the matter of 


how to regulate edible products, 
which often take the form of 
sweet treats that appeal to chil¬ 
dren or are so potent that adults 
easily overindulge. 

In Washington, nearly half of 
marijuana poisoning calls last 
year involved children. Packages 
on pot products can’t use cartoon 
characters or bright colours, and 
must clearly mark each 10-milli¬ 
gram serving of THC, the chem¬ 
ical in pot that makes users feel

Deaths in 
B.C. after 
boat sinks 


TOFINO 

Search 
for survivors 
continues 
into the night

At least four people are dead 
after a local whale watching 
boat with 27 people on board 
sank off the coast of Tofino on 
Sunday afternoon, with the 
search for passengers continu¬ 
ing well into the evening. 

The Joint Rescue Co-ordin¬ 
ation Centre in Victoria con¬ 
firmed that four bodies have 
been recovered, but that some 
passengers were still unaccount¬ 
ed for approximately four hours 
after the tour boat capsized 
on a partly cloudy day when 
ocean conditions weren’t bad. 
A spokesman was not able to 
confirm the cause of the inci¬ 
dent but said crews were still 
searching at 8 p.m. 

The death toll rose from earli¬ 
er reports when B.C. Emergency 
Health Services confirmed three 
deaths. 

Four additional people were 
transported to a local hospi¬ 
tal — two were subsequently 
flown by critical care helicop¬ 
ters to larger centres — and five 
more were rewarmed in private 
homes under the observation 
of paramedics. 


The condition of the remain¬ 
ing 14 passengers was not clear. 

The Transportation Safety 
Board of Canada confirmed the 
boat that capsized was the Le¬ 
viathan n, a 65-foot cruiser with 
two levels. 

It belonged to Jamie’s Whal¬ 
ing Station, an award-winning 
company that has operated in 
Clayoquot Sound and Barkley 
Sound for more than 30 years. 
No one from the company was 
available to comment on Sun¬ 
day night. 

“Our focus is on our passen¬ 
gers and the crew right now 
and we will be providing more 
information when the time is 
appropriate,” said a woman who 
answered the phone. 

The company’s website de¬ 
scribes itself as safety focused 
and says it uses certified guides. 
Its fleet includes smaller Zodi¬ 
ac-style boats alongside larger 
vessels. 

The Transportation Safety 
Board of Canada issued a state¬ 
ment saying it will send a team 
to investigate the incident. To¬ 
fino RCMP was also involved in 
the investigation, but couldn’t 
immediately be reached Sunday. 

As the rescue operation un¬ 
folded, locals took to social 
media to express their shock 
at the tragedy. 

Mayor Josie Osborne thanked 
people for their messages of 
support on Twitter. 

“#Tofino’s thoughts & pray¬ 
ers are with passengers, crew, 
emergency responders & their 
families,” she posted.

Jamie's Whaling Station

Native peoples’ 
resolve grew to 
use their votes 

Aboriginal activists who spent 
months mobilizing First Na¬ 
tions communities say Conserv¬ 
ative Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s attempt to disenfran¬ 
chise aboriginal voters back¬ 
fired and fuelled turnout so 
high that some reserves ran 
out of ballots. 

Some aboriginal commun¬ 
ities saw voter turnout spike 
by up to 270 per cent in the 
Oct. 19 election despite the 
Fair Elections Act which made 
it harder for someone to vote 
without approved identifica¬ 
tion. 

In the riding of Kenora, 
which includes 40 First Nations 
in northern Ontario, voting on 
the reserves was up 73 per cent 
— almost 3,000 voters. At least 
four of those First Nations ran 
out of ballots and either used 
photocopies or waited for more 
to be brought in. 

“It was so heartening to see,” 
said Tania Cameron, a driving 
force in getting those people 
out to the polls — many for the 


first time — both in Ontario 
and across Canada. 

The band councillor in Dalles 
First Nation started up First 
Nations Rock the Vote on Face- 
book and organized countless 
“ID clinics” where people could 
see if they were registered or 
had the required identification 
to cast a ballot. Others started 
up similar chapters across the 
country. 

A record 10 aboriginal MPs 
were elected when the Liber¬ 
als swept to power Monday, 
ending the Conservative rule 
of almost a decade. In Kenora, 
where aboriginal voter turnout 
was high, Conservative Nat¬ 
ural Resources Minister Greg 
Rickford went down in defeat. 

Although Elections Canada 
has not calculated national 
aboriginal voter turnout yet, 
chiefs say the election “awoke 
a sleeping giant” amongst a 
usually quiet electorate. When 
some polling stations ran out 
of ballots, Cameron said no 
one walked away in disgust. 
They just waited until another 
batch was brought in. 

Leah Gazan, a First Nations 
activist and education instruct¬ 
or at the University of Win¬ 
nipeg, said the turnout was a 
direct reaction to the divisive

tactics of the Harper govern¬ 
ment. 

“He was quite violent with 
indigenous people through 
aggressive cuts and aggressive 
legislation that aimed to silence 
indigenous people,” Gazan said. 
“As much as he attempted to 
divide, he really brought people 
on Turtle Island together.” 

Bringing in Bill C-51 — 
which many felt criminalized 
First Nations activists — and 
cutting funding for aboriginal 
organizations only strength¬ 
ened the resolve of First Na¬ 
tions voters, she said. 

“Part of the reason why they 
don’t pay attention is because 
of voter turnout — it doesn’t 
impact their privilege,” she 
said. “With a higher indigen¬ 
ous turnout, they’ll know they 
can’t take it for granted.”

National plan to combat violence against women in works 


It’s alleged that Basil Borutslci 
drove across the Ottawa Val¬ 
ley, shooting women he knew. 
When it was over, three were 
dead, and Borutslci, a 57-year- 
old with a record of violence, 
was charged with their mur¬ 
ders. 

The slayings of Anastasia 
Kuzylc, Carol Culleton and 
Nathalie Warmerdam tempor¬ 
arily refocused national atten¬ 
tion on the issue of violence 
against women, but advocates 
have been saying that at-risk 


women shouldn’t have to wait 
for the next killing. 

“Every time we hear of an¬ 
other woman who’s been mur¬ 
dered ... the shock factor goes 
up, but then it quickly goes 
back down,” Lise Martin, the 
executive director of the Can¬ 
adian Network of Women’s 
Shelters & Transition Houses, 
said in an interview in mid-Sep¬ 
tember, before the killings. “We 
need a co-ordinated approach to 
the issue, (one) that’s going to 
address the whole continuum 


of violence against women.” 

In Februaiy, the organization 
published its own blueprint 
for “a coherent, co-ordinated, 
well-resourced” national plan 
calling for action across four 
areas: prevention, support ser¬ 
vices, justice reform, and social 
policies. 

Now that there is a new gov¬ 
ernment coming to power in 
Ottawa, the idea of a compre¬ 
hensive national strategy may 
have a better chance of becom¬ 
ing reality. 


Before the federal election, 
the Liberal party announced 
a plan to create a national 
“gender-violence strategy,” 
including training for law en¬ 
forcement, rooting out harass¬ 
ment in the armed forces, and 
increasing penalties for con¬ 
victed abusers. 

The party also campaigned 
on providing funding to 
women’s shelters as part of a 
plan to spend almost $20 billion 
on social infrastructure over 10 
years, torstar news service

Covert ops could 
break foreign laws

New powers in 
C-51 may lack 
accountability 

Internal Government notes say 
the Canadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service is likely to team 
up with “trusted allies,” such as 
the American CIA and Britain’s 
MI6, on overseas operations 
to derail threats — plans that 
underscore concerns about 
CSIS accountability under new 
security legislation. 

The omnibus bill known 
as C-51 allows CSIS to engage 
in joint “disruption” efforts 
abroad — including covert ac¬ 
tions that break foreign laws 
— something the spy service 
previously had no authority to 


do, according to the Govern¬ 
ment notes. 

“In the international con¬ 
text, CSIS would likely first 
seek avenues to work jointly 
with partners in the local juris¬ 
diction or trusted allies before 
engaging in independent ac¬ 
tion,” the notes say. 

“In the past, CSIS has been 
invited to participate in joint 
operations abroad to disrupt 
threats or to provide assist¬ 
ance to allies, but has had no 
mandate to do so.” 

CSIS’s new threat disruption 
mandate — perhaps the most 
contentious element of the 
legislation that received royal 
assent in June — could include 
surreptitious meddling with 
websites, cancelling airline 
reservations, disabling a car 
or a myriad of other schemes. 


CSIS would be allowed to 
engage in disruption activ¬ 
ities that violate the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms as long 
as a judge sanctions them, a 
measure critics say perverts 
the role of the judiciaiy. 

CSIS would co-ordinate 
threat disruption activity with 
other agencies such as the 
RCMP, Canada Border Services 
Agency and Foreign Affairs, and 
could use its statutoiy mandate 
to enlist the technical exper¬ 
tise of the Communications 
Security Establishment, Can¬ 
ada’s electronic spy agency, the 
Government notes say. 

However, the Security In¬ 
telligence Review Committee 
(SIRC) that keeps an eye on 
CSIS, is limited to examining 
the spy service alone.

The new Liberal Govern¬ 
ment has indicated it 
will revamp "problematic 
elements" of C-51, for 
instance by ensuring all 
CSIS warrants respect the 
charter.

DISCOVERY 

One small step forward for ALS research 


In a lab at Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity’s medical school in Halifax, 
a few twitches of a mouse’s 
leg represent a big step for¬ 
ward for research into motor 
neuron disease. 

A team of scientists at Dal- 
housie’s medical school and 
the Brain Repair Centre har¬ 
nessed the power of genetic 
manipulation and added the 
flash of a LED light available at 
any hardware store to achieve 
the discovery, which could 
have ramifications for people 
living with ALS. 


“I think it’s one avenue, it’s 
not going to cure the disease,” 
said Dr. Victor Rafuse, professor 
in the Department of Medical 
Neuroscience and director of 
the Brain Repair Centre. 

“Essentially, it’s just a new 
technology that can be explored 
to improve the quality of life of 
people who’ve lost function due 
to motor neuron disease or due 
to injury.” 

It’s a key discovery because in 
conditions like ALS, the nerve 
cells that control movement 
progressively degenerate. 



The team used genetics to 
insert a light-activated ion chan¬ 
nel, first discovered in a single- 
celled aquatic algae, into the 
muscles of a group of mice. 

The ion channel enabled the 
muscles to contract when stimu¬ 
lated with a blue LED light, 
which can be bought anywhere.

Crisis with migrants 
spurs EU summit

lash out over 
handling* of 
massive influx 

European leaders lashed out 
Sunday at each other’s hand¬ 
ling of the continent’s great¬ 
est immigration crisis since 
World War II, even as they 
came together to seek ways 
to ease the plight of the tens 
of thousands marching across 
the Balkans toward the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s heartland. 

At a hastily called emergency

Death toll rises to 30 
in bombing of hospital 

The number of people 
killed when U.S. forces 
bombed a trauma hospital 
in northern Afghanistan 
earlier this month has 
risen to 30, the inter¬ 
national medical charity 
Doctors Without Borders, 
which ran the clinic, said 
on Sunday. 

The charity said that 
the corpses were found in 
the debris and "have not 
been identified." 

The clinic was bombed 
by U.S. forces on Oct. 3. 

Two military inquiries and 
an Afghan government 
probe are investigating why 
the hospital was bombed.

John Kerry’s latest Mideast mis¬ 
sion has aimed for the modest 
goal of easing tensions around 
Jerusalem’s most sensitive holy 
site — the focal point of more 
than a month of deadly unrest. 

But the steps announced 
by the U.S. secretary of state 
over the weekend did little 
to address the deeper issues 
behind the fighting, raising 
fears that it is just a matter 
of time before another round 
of violence erupts. 

Kerry announced the steps 
on Saturday after several days 
of meetings with Israeli, Pales¬ 
tinian and Jordanian leaders. 
The highlight was a Jordanian 


proposal to install surveillance 
cameras at the Jerusalem holy 
site that is known to Jews as 
the Temple Mount and to Mus¬ 
lims as the Noble Sanctuary.

16,000 flee 
persecution by 
ISIL militants 

In August 2014, the eyes of the 
world were fixed on Mount Sin- 
jar, a sun-scorched mountain in 
northern Iraq, where thousands 
of Yazidis were besieged by Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISIL) militants bent on kill¬ 
ing, raping and enslaving them. 

In the following months, 
horrifying stor¬ 
ies emerged of 
women and 
girls who had 
managed to es¬ 
cape from ISIL. 

The militants 
boasted that 
rape and slav¬ 
ery were just 
punishments 
for “infidels” who belong to 
an ancient minority that does 
not fit their extreme definition 
of Islam. 

A year later, the world’s focus 
has moved on to the Syrian refu¬ 
gee crisis that is overwhelming 
Europe’s borders. 

But in Iraqi Kurdistan, as well 
as refugee camps in Turkey, the 
traumatized Yazidi girls and 
women, and their relatives, are 
living in squalor, facing a second 
harsh winter with dwindling 
hope — and without the basic 
food, shelter and sanitation they 
need to sustain them. 

Some families are still ma¬ 
rooned on Mount Sinjar, surviv¬ 
ing on their remaining sheep 
and whatever they can grow. 

When prime minister-elect 
Justin Trudeau takes office next 
month, one of the first peti¬ 
tions on his desk will be from 
Yazidi advocates, pleading for 


Canada, Australia and the U.S. 
to open their doors to about 
16,000 refugees they say have 
suffered genocide and urgently 
need asylum. 

The plea follows a UN human- 
rights report, which said that 
the atrocities committed by the 
jihadists may amount to geno¬ 
cide. And last month advocacy 
groups Yazda and the Free Yezidi 
Foundation delivered a report 
to the International Criminal 
Court seeking recognition of 
the case as genocide. 

An investigation into pos¬ 


sible genocide was launched this 
month by three European re¬ 
searchers who have documented 
Nazi war crimes, backed by the 
French foreign ministiy. They 
are interviewing witnesses to 
atrocities and victims of ISIL 
kidnappings. 

Murad Ismael, a founder of 
Yazda, the U.S.-based global ad¬ 
vocacy organization for Yazidis, 
says the mission is crucial to 
alert the world because more 
than 3,000 women and children 
remain captive, “subject to sys¬ 
tematic rape on a daily basis.” 

More than 80 per cent of the 
Yazidi population of northern 
Iraq is displaced and homeless 
in Kurdistan, and thousands 
more have fled the countiy in 
the hope of finding a safe haven. 
Some have died in the effort. 

The Kurdistan Regional Gov¬ 
ernment, which receives thou¬ 
sands of displaced Iraqi Sunnis 


and Syrians fleeing violence each 
week, says its capacity to sup¬ 
port the millions now sheltering 
there is “exhausted.” The UN 
has received only 41 per cent 
of the $500 million needed for 
essential programs, and health 
programs and food vouchers 
have been cut. 

“When I went to the (Yazidi) 
camp all I saw was helplessness,” 
says Ismael, who recently re¬ 
turned from Kurdistan. “People 
feel abandoned. The heat of sum¬ 
mer and the storms have ruined 
their tents. Nobody is replacing 
them. One elder¬ 
ly woman in her 
80s had a bed 
that was in the 
water. 

“Many of the 
women who 
returned from 
captivity are in a 
desperate situa¬ 
tion,” Ismael 
adds. “Very few organizations 
are giving them support. They 
don’t even have food or clothes 
— they can’t buy socks for the 
winter.”

Partial results 
not expected 
for at least 
10 days 

Haitians faced lengthy ballots 
featuring 54 presidential hope¬ 
fuls and a slew of legislative and 
municipal candidates Sunday as 
they selected leaders they hope 
can lift the nation out of chronic 
poverty and turbulence. 

The presidential field was 
so crowded and confusing that 
there was little clarity about 
who might be leading as voting 
wrapped up in late afternoon. 
Pre-election polls were unreli¬ 
able and contradictory, and no 
election results were expected 
for at least 10 days. 

Voting was relatively orderly 
across the nation of some 10 


million people, although there 
was some confusion and logis¬ 
tical problems. 

At a voting centre in Port- 
au-Prince’s Martissant slum, an 
elections supervisor repeatedly 
yelled at dozens of people trying 
to force their way in. “No voting 
two times!” People shouted back 
that they were being prevented 
from voting once. 

“I’m here to vote, and they are 
trying to stop me,” complained 
Varnel Polycard, a vendor of 
phone chargers who walked 
away fuming. 

Each of Haiti’s more than 120 
parties was allowed to send mon¬ 
itors to polling places, where 
they got their own voting done 
early. At a polling centre in the 
Petionville suburb of Port-au- 
Prince, monitors shoved one 
another in a voting line and 
masked police gave the unruli¬ 
est partisans in line short zaps 
with a Taser. 


But balloting was generally 
tranquil in many parts of the 
countiy, though there were spor¬ 
adic reports of irregularities and 
roughly 70 arrests. Officials had 
no immediate estimate of na¬ 
tional voter turnout. 

Celso Amorim, chief of the 
Organization of American States’ 
125-member observer mission, 
offered few specifics as polls 
closed but said Haiti appeared 
to be “moving in the right dir¬ 
ection.” 

While the gritty district of 
Cite Soleil suffered from pre¬ 
election violence, it appeared to 
have the busiest voting centre 
in the Port-au-Prince area. 

“Nothing can scare me from 
trying to see my country develop 
and see if Haiti can get better 
for my grandchildren,” Rosianne 
Jean said after casting her votes 
at a school in the deeply poor 
area of shacks and garbage-lined 
canals, the associated press

Severe weather swept across 
the Middle East on Sunday, 
pounding Israel with base¬ 
ball-sized hail, sending tor¬ 
rents of uncollected garbage 
through the streets of Bei¬ 
rut and killing six people 
in Egypt, five of whom were 


electrocuted by a fallen 
power cable. 

The cable from a tramway 
in the coastal city of Alexan¬ 
dria landed in streets flood¬ 
ed with water, electrocut¬ 
ing the five, senior health 
official Magdy Hegazy said. 
He said a sixth person, a 
judge, drowned when he 
was trapped in his car by 
the floodwaters. 

The flooding in Egypt’s 
second-largest city, a major 
port and former shipping 
and trade centre, under¬ 
lines how basic infrastruc¬ 


ture such as drainage systems 
are still lacking despite the 
demands of a surging popula¬ 
tion. President Abdel-Fattah 
el-Sissi ordered the govern¬ 
ment to provide aid to the 
Alexandria area. 

State news agency MENA 
reported heavy rains in sev¬ 
eral other Egyptian governor- 
ates, with authorities closing 
the port of Ain Solchna near 
the southern end of the Suez 
Canal due to high winds and 
waves. Sandstorms and flash 
floods hit parts of the Sinai 
Peninsula. Cairo saw a rare 


rainstorm. 

Alexandria’s seaside cor- 
niche, once the jewel of a 
cosmopolitan city but in re¬ 
cent decades jammed with 
traffic, was inundated in 
many areas. 

Cars passed through pools 
of water only slowly by late 
afternoon, while pumps 
directed water back into the 
Mediterranean.

Storm’s 
leftovers 
hit Texas 

Drenching storms that the 
remnants of Hurricane Patri¬ 
cia dragged into Texas finally 
cleared Sunday without leav¬ 
ing behind the death or dev¬ 
astation of torrential rain and 
floods that hit the state earlier 
in the year. 

Some parts of Texas have 
been pounded by more than a 
foot of rain since Friday, shut¬ 
ting down busy highways and 
derailing a train. But relentless 
showers were gratefully the 
only comparison to Memorial 
Day storms that killed more 
than 30 people in Texas and 
Oklahoma and stranded 2,500 
cars around Houston. 

No deaths were reported 
from the most recent storm. 
One man who had been missing 
in San Antonio after authorities 
said he was swept into a flood¬ 
ed drainage ditch was found 
alive and was being treated 
at a hospital, fire department 
Chief Charles Hood said. 

By Sunday morning, as swol¬ 
len bayous around Houston 
receded and closed roads re¬ 
opened in Austin, daybreak 
revealed scant damage. 

“We’re going to stand down 
the emergency management 
operations and call it a day,” 
said Galveston County Judge 
Mark Henry, who had issued a 
voluntary evacuation covering 
roughly 4,000 homes. 

Patricia roared ashore in 
Mexico on Friday as a Cat¬ 
egory 5 terror that barrelled 
toward land with winds up to 
200 m.p.h. 

But the arrival of the most 
powerful hurricane on record 
in the Western Hemisphere 
caused remarkably little de¬ 
struction, and what was left 
of Patricia by the time the 
weakened storm straggled into 
parched Texas was greeted with 
both relief and unease.

After a drawn-out showdown 
between Houston’s popular 
lesbian mayor and a coalition 
of conservative pastors, voters 
in the fourth-largest U.S. city 
will soon decide whether to 
establish nondiscrimination 
protections for gay and trans¬ 
gender people. 

Nationwide, there’s interest 
in the Nov. 3 referendum: Con¬ 
frontations over the same issue 
are flaring in many places, at 
the state and local level, now 
that nondiscrimination has 


replaced same-sex marriage 
as the priority for the LGBT- 
rights movement. 

“The vote in Houston will 
carry national significance,” 
said Sarah Warbelow, legal 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign, a national LGBT- 
rights group. 

For years, the priority of the 
gay-rights movement in the 
U.S. was winning nationwide 
legalization of same-sex mar¬ 
riage. When that occurred via a 
Supreme Court ruling in June, 
there was broad agreement 
among activists that the next 
priority should be obtaining 
nondiscrimination protections 
in all 50 states. 

The contested Houston 
Equal Rights Ordinance is a 
broad measure that would con¬ 
solidate existing bans on dis-

crimination tied to race, sex, 
religion and other categories 
in employment, housing and 
public accommodations, and 
extend such protections to 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals and 
transgender people.

Airbnb battles curbs at home 


Travellers worldwide may love 
using Airbnb to book vacation 
stays, but the company that 
revolutionized home-sharing 
faces a hostile ballot measure in 
the city where it was founded. 

Proposition F on the 
Nov. 3 San Francisco ballot 
would limit short-term rent¬ 
als to 75 days a year and re¬ 
quire hosting companies such 


as Airbnb to yank listings that 
violate the limit. 

The city would be required 
to notify neighbours when a 
person registers to host. The 
measure would enable pricey 
lawsuit damages against viola¬ 
tors, including the hosting plat¬ 
form. Current city law limits un¬ 
hosted rentals to 90 days. There 
are no limits on hosted rentals. 


Airbnb, by far the largest 
home-share platform in the city 
and in the world, has donated 
$8 million US and counting to 
defeat the proposed ordinance. 
It has saturated television with 
ads, even trying to sway vot¬ 
ers last week with a botched 
billboard campaign reminding 
people of the hotel taxes its ser¬ 
vice collects.

Copyright activists say Can¬ 
adians could face lawsuits, 
fines or worse for ripping the 
latest Justin Bieber CD or up¬ 
loading an animated GIF of 
Jose Bautista’s bat-flip under 
a new trade deal, and they’re 
calling on the newly elected 
Justin Trudeau to act. 

A major part of the Trans¬ 
pacific Partnership (TPP) deal 
finalized Oct. 5 involves har¬ 


monizing copyright laws in 
the 12 Pacific Rim countries — 
including Canada, the United 
States, Australia and Japan — 
that are signatories to the deal. 
While the final text of the trade 
agreement has yet to be pub¬ 
lished, the website Wilcilealcs 
released what it claims is the 
intellectual property chapter 
of the TPP on Oct. 9. 

“Canadians don’t realize that 
the way that they use the In¬ 
ternet every day is going to 
change dramatically,” said 
Meghan Sali, a spokeswoman 
for the digital-rights advocacy 
group OpenMedia. 

The Electronic Frontier 
Foundation, an American ad¬ 
vocacy group, has said the TPP 


threatens to override Canada’s 
copyright regime and pro¬ 
motes the interests of copy¬ 
right owners and corporations 
at the expense of the public. 

Under Canada’s current 
laws, ISPs and other compan¬ 
ies that receive copyright com¬ 
plaints are only required to 
notify their users about the 
potential breach, and copyright 
holders must convince a court 
if they want the offending con¬ 
tent removed. 

Sali said the TPP deal could 
replace this so-called notice- 
and-notice system with the U.S. 
notice-and-talcedown system, 
in which content is blocked 
or removed as soon as the first 
complaint is made. 

“It looks like we’re going 
to be accepting website block¬ 
ing and Internet censorship 
through the back door,” she 
said.

The donair should be 
Canada’s national food 



The donair is having a mo¬ 
ment in Canada. It’s about 
time. 

Maybe it’s because of An¬ 
thony Bourdain, who said sam¬ 
pling one on his next trip to 
Canada’s East Coast is “No. 1 
on my list.... I’m not joking at 
all.” Or, maybe it’s just a sign 
of the recession renewing in¬ 
terest in a $7 meal. 

But the last time the donair

was in the news this much 
was in the last decade, when 
an E. cob outbreak in Alberta 
forced Health Canada to scribe 
3,000 words on how to cook 
kebabs without killing cus¬ 
tomers. 

This week, Halifax City 
Council is considering de¬ 
claring the donair the city’s 
official food. Detractors say 
it should choose lobster or an¬ 
other elitist seafood. I think it 
should stick with donairs. 

But I also think we should 
go further. We should declare 
the donair Canada’s official 
food. 

I can already feel heat on 
Haligonian grills. Yes, it’s 
your invention — or rather, 
Bedford, Nova Scotia’s — and 
your city definitely made it 
the phenomenon it is today: a 
$147-million industiy, accord¬ 
ing to Bonte Foods, Canada’s 
(and thus the world’s) largest 
donair distributor. You deserve 
all the credit. 

But guess what? Two-thirds 


of the donair industiy is in 
the west, in Alberta, where 
it’s been raging since the ’90s, 
and Vancouver, where over the 
last few years donair sandwich 
boards have seemingly sup¬ 
planted gyro and shawarma 
advertisements. 

I can also feel some heat 
from central Canada; so de¬ 
prived of donairs is that region 
that the Ontario-centric Globe 
and Mail ran this headline in 
2012, nearly 30 years after its 
invention: “Halifax’s donair: 
The tastiest treat you have 
probably never heard of.” 

Granted, there are other, 
more historical national foods, 
like bannock, and some more 
popular. There’s naiy a Can¬ 
adian diner without Quebec’s 
grease-bomb, poutine. Nor a 
coffee shop absent of B.C.’s 
decadent sugar-bomb, the Na¬ 
naimo bar. 

But it’s this meat bomb 
derived from five ethnic cui¬ 
sines that tells the ultimate 
Canadian stoiy of multicultur- 


alism. 

The donair is untampered 
Lebanese bread cradling kebab 
slices adapted from Greek, 
Turkish, German and Amer¬ 
ican recipes, then slathered 
with a white creamy sauce 
that’s as Canadian as maple 
syrup — and nearly as sweet. 

Is there a food that encapsu¬ 
lates the Canadian immigrant 
experience better? The embra¬ 
cing of distant traditions, the 
mixing of others and the cre¬ 
ation of new ones? 

On Nov. 4, after prime min¬ 
ister-designate Justin Trudeau 
has formed his cabinet and, 
hopefully, repealed Bill C-24 
and the most egregious ele¬ 
ments of C-51 — and, presum¬ 
ably, jumped on the bed in 24 
Sussex’s master room — he 
should continue his father’s 
multicultural legacy and make 
donairs our official national

Young families 
are fleeing 
the city and 
suburbs for a 
slower life

Cassie McDaniel, 32, and her 
husband couldn’t imagine rais¬ 
ing a child in their small Toronto 
apartment. So when they had 
a baby, they decided to move. 
But the pair didn’t stop when 
they hit Etobicoke, Mississauga 
or even Hamilton. Instead, they 
opted to buy in the quaint town 
of Paris, Ont., population 11,000. 

It was a bit of an adjustment 
for the pair, who had to say 
goodbye to conveniently located 
ethnic food options and more 
than a few friends, she says. 
But McDaniel, design director 
for Mozilla who works remote¬ 
ly, says they were attracted to 
the town for its burgeoning art 
and design community, as well 
as Paris’ picturesque qualities, 
and since the move, she’s met a 
number of other young people 
opting to ditch the city for small¬ 
town charm. 

While conventional wisdom 
says millennials (those born 
between 1977 and 1995) want 
to live in cities, the high cost 
of housing, increased oppor¬ 
tunities to work from home 
and exported city-like amenities 
(such as cute coffee shops, fash¬ 
ion houses and hip pubs) are 


driving some millennials out 
of the core. Out of the suburbs 
even. The cohort is increasingly 
choosing to live in small rural 
towns, on farms or even in cab¬ 
ins in the woods. 

The same things that drove 
this cohort to the cities is driv¬ 
ing them to small rural towns, 
says Leigh Gallagher, author of 
The End of the Suburbs. The 
car-dependent, sterile suburb, 


where the majority of today’s 
Gen Y grew up, holds little ap¬ 
peal. Today’s young adults want 
to be close to the action, she 
says. “They want to be steps 
away to some kind of down¬ 
town where you can get your 
pour-over coffee, see friends or 
a show,” she says. They don’t 
want to be bored, and suburbs 
are boring.” 

In cities, that means increased 


demand, and prices, for homes, 
which means younger adults are 
being priced out of the market. 
A recent study by Angus Reid 
found 45 per cent 18- to 34-year- 
olds were seriously considering 
leaving Toronto because of the 
high cost of housing. 

Going rural is also a rejection 
of the trend of tiying to cram 
more people than ever in in¬ 
creasingly smaller space, says 


Gallagher. Today, the average 
condo is 797 square feet, down 
from 925 a few years ago, ac¬ 
cording to RealNet Canada. And 
that doesn’t take into account 
the bevy of micro condos set to 
open over the next few years. 
Millennials are being physic¬ 
ally crowded out of the market. 

After 11 years in Toronto,

crowded city living. When his 
wife decided to pursue a career 
in the wine industiy, the pair 
moved to Summerland, B.C., 
population 11,250, 25 minutes 
away from Kelowna. As a writ¬ 
er Paton can work anywhere, 
and having grown up in a small 
town, he says the isolation is 
a welcome change from the 
throngs of people. 

While Summerland doesn’t 
have much in the way of hip, 
millennial-desirable amenities, 
the proximity to Kelowna, popu¬ 
lation 106,710, means he is 
never left wanting. 

That said, while many millen¬ 
nials romanticize this simpler 
countiy living, it’s not always 
easy to live in small rural towns. 

Driven out of Vancouver due 
to high housing prices, Serena 
McCarroll, 40, and her part¬ 
ner moved to Bruno, Sasic, to 
open a small art collective/cof- 
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fee shop. But a lack of driver’s 
licence and the uncertainty of 
business meant McCarroll was 
often alone while her partner 
found work outside of the town 
of 500. While she went in know¬ 
ing it might be lonely in a new 
town where nobody knows you, 
yet eveiybody does — people 
were untrusting of strangers 
and didn’t rally behind the art 
collective/coffee shop concept 
— McCarroll says she under esti¬ 
mated how isolating it would be. 

In the end, she fell into de¬ 
pression before deciding to pur¬ 
sue her masters at Ryerson so 
she could go “get to the biggest 
city possible,” she says. 

While she made a few friends 
in town, the majority of her new 
friends came from followers of 
her blog from big cities, who ro¬ 
manticized the small-town way 
of life and wanted to learn more. 

Back in Paris, on a picture- 
perfect fall afternoon sitting 
in the Brown Dog coffee shop 
along the vibrant tree-lined 
banks of the Grand River, it’s 
hard not to romanticize a quiet¬ 
er life. Inside, it’s bustling, the 
gourmet food shop owners talk 
about the uptick in tourists com¬ 
ing for Paris’ “famous cheeses,” 
and there’s a buzz of excite¬ 
ment over a new co-working 
and maker space going up in 
an old mill. Downtown Paris 
is where the action is. 

“(It’s) definitely a more 
slowed down, rural existence, 


but (these small towns) have the 
connection (to) and the same 
amenities as the cities,” says 
Gallagher. 

“What I think is lost in the 
argument (about the end of sub¬ 
urbs) is millennials are perfectly 
happy being in the right kind 
of rural area with a cool down¬ 
town.”

CEOs ditch 
the jargon to 
connect with 
employees

“Emails like this are usually rid¬ 
dled with corporate speak so I’m 
going to give it to you straight,” 
wrote Twitter CEO Jack Dorsey 
in an all-staff memo delivered 
early last week — during which 
he announced that 336 employ¬ 
ees would be laid off as part of 
a company-wide restructuring. 

Dorsey said that Twitter’s 
recent and upcoming projects 
represent “a bold peek into the 
future,” adding that “the world 
needs a strong Twitter.” 

He said downsizing was es¬ 
sential to produce a “streamlined 
road map” for Twitter’s brands. 
When revealing the actual lay¬ 
offs — in the fourth paragraph 
of the email — he said Twitter 
planned to “part ways” with 
workers whose roles were no 
longer necessary to achieve the 
company’s vision. It may not 
be incomprehensible business 
babble — but it’s not straight¬ 
shooting, either. 

At just under 350 words, Dor¬ 
sey’s email is relatively short 
compared to other high-profile 
layoff notices. In the summer 
of 2014, Microsoft’s then-exec¬ 
utive vice president of devices 
and services Stephen Elop made 
headlines when he sent staff 
a jargon-padded disaster that 
buried the crux of his dispatch 
— that 12,500 jobs were get¬ 
ting cut — under 1,100 words 
of pseudo-inspirational tech-in- 
dustry gibberish. 

Dorsey’s email is more to the 
point — and more appreciative 
of his staff’s efforts. However, it 
doesn’t so much avoid corporate 
speak as disguise corporate speak 
beneath a we’re-all-ffiends-here 
veneer. Fading are the days when 
the big boss sequestered him 


or herself in their own wing of 
a soulless office tower. Today’s 
most famous CEOs are average 
Joes — albeit veiy, veiy rich aver¬ 
age Joes — who dress casually, 
give rousing conference talks, 
and speak to staff like they’re 
buds. So Dorsey’s email might 
represent a new type of boss- 
talk: one in which the higher- 
ups soften their emphasis on the 
bottom line by making employ¬ 
ees feel like they’re in the inner 
circle. Sure, you got fired — but 
who can feel resentful when the 
boss is such a cool guy? 

Key point: the laid-off staffers 


aren’t on the inside. They’re be¬ 
ing given a handshake, a healthy 
severance package, and the boot. 
On a day-to-day basis, a shift to 
relatable CEOs may make work¬ 
ers feel less like minions and 
more empowered. But Dorsey’s 
message could also serve as a (lit¬ 
erally) friendly reminder of how 
language, even when outlining 
painful reductions, can still cre¬ 
ate distance between the leader 
and the cutbacks — not through 
unintelligible corporate prattle, 
but by articulating a gentler im¬ 
age of those on the higher rungs. 
At least he didn’t use hashtags.

The Toronto Raptors ended a 
2014-15 season that held so 
much promise in perhaps the 
worst possible way. 

Then they headed into the 
off-season vowing to do better. 

A year after taking Brooklyn 
to seven games in the playoffs, 
the Raptors had hoped to do one 
better and win just their second 
playoff series in franchise his¬ 
tory. Instead the Raptors were 
swept in embarrassing fashion 
by the Washington Wizards in 
the first round last spring, a 
bleak and bitter end to a season 
that saw them set a franchise 
record with 49 wins and claim 
their second consecutive Atlan¬ 
tic Division title. 

The Raptors had dropped to 
a woeful 25th in the league in 
defence, so GM Masai Ujiri went 
to work, retooling his roster 
with an eye on that end of the 
floor. He signed Atlanta forward 



DeMarre Carroll, considered 
one of the top players available 
at his position.

Carroll, who signed

Minnesota coach Flip 
Saunders dies aged 60 

Longtime NBA coach Flip 
Saunders, who won more

Hamilton wins U.S. Grand 
Prix, third FI Championship 

Briton Lewis Hamilton seized 
on a late mistake by Mer¬ 
cedes teammate Nico Ros- 
berg to win the U.S. Grand 
Prix and secure his third FI 
season championship. 

Hamilton overtook Ros- 
berg with eight laps to go 
Sunday. Hamilton had to 
beat Rosberg and outscore 
Ferrari's Sebastian Vettel by 
nine points to wrap up his 
second consecutive cham¬ 
pionship with Mercedes.

The fourth quarter started just 
in time for Tom Brady to over¬ 
come some early drops and lead 
the Patriots on a comeback. 
And it ended just in time for 
New England to hold on for 
a victoiy. 

Brady overcame New Eng¬ 
land’s shaky first three quar¬ 
ters by throwing for a pair of 
touchdowns in the fourth, and 
the Patriots defeated the New 
York Jets 30-23 on Sunday to 
remain unbeaten. 

Brady completed 13 of 16 
passes for 135 yards in the final

quarter to overcome a 20-16 
deficit and give New England 
(6-0) a two-game lead over the 
Jets in the AFC East. The Super 
Bowl MVP was 34 of 54 for 355 
yards overall — numbers that 
would have been even better 
if not for the 11 drops by his 


receivers, six by newly activated 
Brandon LaFell. 

The Jets rallied in the final 
minute, kicking a field goal on 
first down and then recovering 
the onside kick with 15 seconds 
left. But after a short pass from 
Ryan Fitzpatrick left the Jets 37 
yards from the tying score, a 
false-start penalty on Brandon 
Marshall ended the game. 

“I feel like we had them,” 
Jets offensive lineman Wil¬ 
lie Colon said. “I feel like we 
were the better team out there.”

Directions 

1. The night before, place beans 
in a bowl and fill with water until 
covered by two inches. In the mor¬ 
ning, drain, rinse and pat beans 
dry.

2. In a food processor, add the 
beans, onion, parsley, gar¬ 
lic, flour, cumin, salt, coriander 
and chili powder. Process until 
a course meal forms. 

3. Pour mix into bowl, cover 
with plastic wrap and set in re¬ 
frigerator for an hour. Remove 
and shape into patties. 

4. Heat oil in pan over medium 
heat, add burgers. Fry burgers 
for 3 minutes on each side until 
golden brown. Serve with pitas, 
sliced cucumber and tahini.
